NORTH-WEST COUNCIL. 

The following is a fuller aceount of thy 
measures submitted and speeches made js 
the North-West council, of which a sy nopsis 
appeared last week, 

During the session of the North-West coun 
cil, on Wednesday, Sept. Sth, Mr. Ross raised 
the question whether the council had the 
power to levy taxation or not. He had un 
derstood from a number of the legal wenth 
men in town that the council had no sueh 
vower undera literal interpretation of th: 
Doninioa act and orders in couneil, In 1s72 
the power of taxation was expressly given, 
At a later date that act was altogether re- 
pealed. The present order in council 
under which we were working wave us the 
power to organize municipal institutions, but 
did not in so many words wive us the power 
to levy taxation. 
decision on the point before we went any 
further with these municipal and incorpora- 
tion bills. 

Mr. Oliver had always understood that th: 
power to organize municipal institutions car- 


that this contention would be found to be 
correct, but as a number of the legal gentle 
men in town thought differently on account 
of the power of taxation being not actually 
given, and as on that power being held by 
the council the whole of the more important 
legislation to be passe’ depended, he thought 
that it was necessary for the council to en. 
quire into the matter and have it settled 
either one way or the other before proceeding 
further. : 

Col. MacLeod thought we could only as 
sume that the authority to organize n unici- 
palities carried with it all the power neces 
sary to the conduet of sueh municipalities, 
and taxation was the very first and most 
necessary of these powers, | 

Mr. Jackson could only read the order in 
council in the same way. The clause relat- 
ing to municipal institutions said certain), 
that we had the power to organize such in 
stitutions “subject to any legislation by the 
parliament of Canada heretofore or hereafter 
enacted.” He understood that this clause 
was introduced as a saving clause, which 
would leave it within the power of the vox 
ernor in council to keep this councii from 
giving effect to hurtful legislation without 
actually exercising the veto power. There 
was a danger ina new country such as this to 
run to excess, especially in the case of new 
cities receiving charters. It was not always 
advisable to grant large powers to small 
places which were not fully established and 
he thought this saving clause was wisely in- 
troduced, 

Mr. McDowell thought it was inadvisable 
to grant city charters to towns unless they 
were of a certain size. Something of this
